Firet, that besider the — 3 Ve- 
nus, Earth apd Mars, there exits between 
the tun and Mercury a ring of asteroids, whese 
— is comparable with the mass of Mercury 


Second, that at the distance of the earth 
from the sun is found a second ring of aste 
roid+, whose mass is demonstrated not to be 
greater than the temth part of the mass of the 


eart 

Third, that the total mass of the group of 
emal) planets el usted between Mars and = 
ter Is bot greater than the third part of 
wate of the earth; and 

Fourtb, that masses of the last two groups 
are complementary to each other. Ten times 
the mass of the group situated at the distance 
ot the earth, plus three times the total mass 
of the smal! planets between Mare and Japi- 
ter, form a sum equal to the mass of the carta. 
This last conclusion depends upon toe deter- 
minpstion of the distance of the earth from the 
sun by observations of the transite of Venus 
—a determipation whieh astronomers agree ia 
copeldering as very accurate.
